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ALBERTA BUSINESS TRENDS 


Principal indicators for all major sectors of the provincial economy were encouraging 
during the first half of 1972. 

Alberta farmers' cash receipts totalled $417 million to the end of June, an increase of 
20% over the comparable period last year. Most of this increase is attributable to the livestock 
industry, with receipts from sales of cattle and calves up $28 million and receipts from hogs 
up $14 million over 1971, Receipts for crops showed a 2% increase; decreases in cash income 
from oats, barley, rye, flaxseed, rapeseed and potatoes were more than offset by increased 
receipts from wheat, andlower repayments to the Canadian Wheat Board for cash advances on 
farm stored grains. 

The value of shipments of all manufacturing industries in Alberta exceeded $1, 000 mil- 
lion during the first six months of 1972, an increase of 14.6% over the same period in 1971. 
Sales of packing plants in the province rose 25% in the first half, to $284 million. 

January to June cumulative figures also show strong advances in the petroleum indus- 
try. The value of sales of crude oil and natural gas increased 19% and 13% respectively as 
compared to the first half of 1971. 

Dwelling starts in the large Alberta centres totalled 10,139 during the first six months 
of the year, up from 9, 856 in 1971. The value of building permits issued increased some $37 
million to $307 million. Residential building permits showed an increase in value of $42 mil- 
lion during the first half of 1972, commercial building permits rose $12.5 million; industrial 
building permits and institutional and government building permits decreased in value by $1.7 
million and $15.7 million respectively. 

Consumer demand, as measured by retail trade, has been buoyant throughout the first 
half of 1972. Preliminary January - June figures show a 15.5% increase, with all categories 
of retailers reporting substantial gains. Wholesale trade trends also reflect the optimistic 
consumer outlook as mid year cumulative figures indicate a rise in the neighbourhood of 17%. 

The all-items Consumer Price Index increased 0.1% in July to a level 3.8% above that 
of July 1971. Both the housing and clothing components moved up by 0.2% since the preceding 
month while the food index edged up 0.1%. 

In July 1972 the provincial unemployment rate was 3.9% as compared to 4.0% twelve 


months earlier. An estimated 28,000 persons were unemployed out of a total labour force of 


726, 000.

Capital expenditures by all sectors of the Alberta economy during 1972 were expected 
to reach $2, 241.5 million at mid year as compared to the year end 1971 forecast of $2, 142. 4 
million. Most of the increase occurred in the utilities sector, up $34 million, and the housing 
sector, up $33 million. Only institutional services and government departments reported a de- 
crease in planned expenditures, from $369 million to $362 million. At $2,815 million the revised 


1972 total represents anincrease of 6.9% over expenditures undertaken during the previous year.
